agree that the rule should not be made, and notify such decision in the Oficial . 
Gazette, the rele shall, from the date of publication of such notification, have effect en 
only in such modified form or be of noeffect,'a3 the case may be ; so however that © 
any such modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of 
anything previously done or omitted to be done under that rule.
